The Railroads and Business 


W h atev er impedes brisk circu lation of m oney in the 
bu y ing and selling of m erchandise and of labor is 
a 
brake on bu siness, for all bu siness is interdependent. 


W hen the bu y ing pow er of railroads is cu t down, the 
entire com m u nity and all 
lines of bu siness ’ are 
adv ersely affected far m ore than by the slackening in 
any other indu stry , for tw o reasons: 


1. 
Railroads are the largest bu y ers of labor and of 
m erchandise (m aterial and su pplies). 


2. 
A greater percentage of railroad ex penditu re than 
of t x pt nditu t e in any other indu stry , goes directly and 
q u ickly back to the pu blic in the channels of trade. 
Where Railroad Money Goes 


Ou t of each dollar receiv ed by the railroads for the 
only thtng they hav e to sell, w hich is transportation, 
more than 95 cents goes back to the pu blic im m ediately 
to pay for Carry ing oji the bu siness. 


Of this 95 cents, tabor gets 441-’ cents, pu rchase of 
rnatti iu l and su pplies from factory , forest and mine 
absotbs 25 cents, and the rem ainder goes for better­ 
m ents, tax es, rentals and other fix ed charges. 


Ev en the little that rem ains for profit- su rplu s and 
div idends 
which is a fraction less than 5 cents, go« -s 
back to the pu blic; for the people as stockholders, own 
the railroads and draw the div idends. 


This distribu tion t f railroad earnings is according 
to Interstate Com m erce Commission com pu tation. 
Effect of Two-Cent Law 


W hen the m ax im u m rate oi passenger fare in Illinois 
was cu t from 3 cents a mile to 2 cents ifi 1907, ra il­ 
road earnings w ere redu ced by millions per y ear, 
railroad bu y ing pow er w as correspondingly redu ced
